NOTES ON MANITOBA. 


Dean Sin: Knowing that there are quite 
a number of tho readers of your paper who 
would like to hear from this countr ard 
ing the climate, wages, cost of livlag, ote., 
I will endeavor to make the opinions of the 
poople with whom I have conversed repre- 
pont facta as closely as possible, 

Regarding the winters in this country, 
thore is only one opinion, “that it in ox: 
tremely cold,” particularly so from the first 
of January to the laut ad February, when 
tho thermometer will average 40° below 
zoro, roaching aa low as 68, If there 
in any wind, and if m person's faco is 
exposed, it freezes hofore he is aware of it. 
Very Frenueny persons meeting on the 
sidewalk, one of the parties will stop the 
other and this would be about their conver- 
nation: ‘‘Say, mister, your nose is frozen,” 
“Woll, Loan't help that,” ‘But, my dear 
sir, you will lose your nose if you go any 
farthor.” “Oh, I guces she will hang on 
until my next Dan lon W cE Cone eaewernnd 
noses arrives from the cast.” So on he goes, 
and the next day the same party ia not re- 
cognized only by his most intimate fricnds, 
and then only when his back is turned to 
them. his kind of cold weather has to 
be guarded against by well wrapping up. 
People freeze before knowing it because 
they do not feel the cold, and never get 
chilled the sane as w 

phere. Nearly every person who has sp 
a winter hore profers it to the winters in 
the east, 

Tho spring is very little later usually 
than in castern Ontario, and is oxtremoly 
pleasant, I can say nothing as regards the 
summer as yet, and will leave that for some 
future letter. 

I suppose the wages question will be 
more interesting this season of the year than 
anything else to a great many, Labor is 
not #o valuable this ycar ns last, I imagine 
there is not the samu demand, and prices 
are somewhat lower, both in Winnipeg, 
Portage and Brandon, but weat, at Regina 
and Moose Jaw, I believe mechanics get 
better wages. Laboring men here get from 
$1.75 to $2, carpenters, $2.25 to $2.75; 
house and sign painters are grumbling con- 
siderably about prices being cut down. If 
wages are likely to be as good in Ontario 
this yea they were last, L would not ad- 
vise any one to leave there for here unless 
intending to permanently remain, ‘The ex- 
pense of living is at least double what it is 
in Ontario, taking it the year through. The 
supply of mechanics is quite equal to the 
demand, I think, taking it as far west as 
Brandon, but L believe a good demand for 
laborers of all kinds west of this will con- 
tinue during the season, Nearly all houses 
are frame, 

I noticed a bill presented for, payment by 
one of our city butchers. It might revive 
some drooping spirit who imagines meat is 
high priced at Stirling: Beefsteak, 250. 
per lb,; beef roast, 20c.; bac 20c.; mut- 
ton, 200, These are the prices to large 
dealers, such as hotels and boarding houses, 
Game, such as duck, prairie chicken, etc., 
is very plentiful, and can be shot any time 
by going a few miles out of the city, There 
are thousands of gray mallard about five 
miles east of Brandon in a pond-hole, and

This is the 
cause of difficulty with many LEAT le, 
Thoy rather like to be patronized by big 
folks with great airs and little money. They 
think it an Honor to have such customers, 
even though they have to wait long for their 
money. Itisthe fashionable people who, 
in general, are most inclined to shirk their 
awful debts, and they are allowed to get 
‘deep into the books” simply because those 
they deal with are snobs. 


It seems tho tailors, like a great, many 
other people, have their grievances, and 
that this is especially the case with those 
who are styled fashionable, It isa difficult 
thing getting pay from fashionable people, 
and especially from fast youths. We have 
heard tailors asserting that their losses from 
non-paying fashionable customers would 
give them a handsome income. Then why 
give credit? Far better do less business 
and make everyone pay as he gets, Even 
judges are sometimes said to be very ‘* bad 
pay.” Well, then, don’t trust those jndges 
without the cash. In fact, this ruinous 
system is the root of the whole evil. Let 
bank-clerka and fast lads go shabby or 
naked till they make an adequate deposit 
when they order the garments. And other 
tradesmen had far better do the same thing. 
A cash basis is the only genuine safety, 


Bismarck has always had a great horror 
at the popular clement in any way exer- 
cised, excopt in supplying the cash and the 
men for the sacrifice; and apparently he has 
mado up his mind to follow the same course 
and hold by the samo opinions to the end.

Mothodist Union. 


It is always pleasant to find ono's sym- 
pathies with “ anit eauso, We find our- 
solves in this happy condition in respect to 
the quoation of Mothodiat\Union, Wo have 
had too much respect for the Mothodiat do 
nomination in this Dominion to entertain 
any serious doubts in respec} to tho triumph 
of that cquso, And yet thoattitude assumed 
toward it by some, trom whom ithad aright 
to look for better things, it must be con- 

ed, has rathor staggered it at times. ‘Tho 
mn Which the most vital and dis< 
a aspoots of the question 
havo been, pushod by questions 
of policy and finance which, at most, aro 
but matter’ of secondary importance, has 
suggested the idea that thero is a goor deal 
of human nature even in some good mon. 
And the letters written by a fow excited 
clergymen created the impression upon our 
mind that even somo of these aro only sanoti- 
fied in spots. 
Tho laymen of the Methodist churches 
have, howoyer, performed their part well in 
respect to this momentous matter, #0 for as 
they have gone, and wo do not doubt that 
the ministors will perform their part equally 
well when the time comes for thom to act. 
We cannot think that the handful of 
anti-unionists who have undertaken to speak 
for them havo fairly represented their 
character and their ws. Indeed, wo 
venture to entertain the hope that even 
these belligerent brethren will yot have the 
good sonso. and the Christian feoling to 
wheel into lino with those who havo been 
battling for the honor and interest of their 
then denomination, and assist them in com- 
pleting a work which will in a very short 
time give Methodism o position in this 
country. which it never had before, and 
which it coald not have without it, 
Tho elite laymen of the Methodist Church 
of Canada haye done themselves infinite 
credit. We have always held them in 
high respect and esteem; but, as the wife 
of the Scottish martyr said of her husband 
whom the ruthless Claverhouse had just 
shot, it never thought as muckle o’ them as 
it does thisday. They have acted with a 
calin dignity, an intelligence and an indo- 
pendence which is every way worthy of the 
great church to which they belong. Even the 
most sanguine friends of union could scarce- 
ly have hoped, Considering all tho adverse 
influences which were at work, that they 
would have performed ‘their part so nobly. 
Brayo, we say, Bravo! 
The Mail's article on Methodist Union, 
which appeared in last Saturday’s issue, 
presents some very interesting facts. Among 
the rest the fact that Bridge street, Belle- 
ville, isthe only really first-class congrega- 
tion in tho Dominion, whose Quarterly 
Board has gone against the basis, is special- 
ly noteworthy. ‘The principal churclied in 
all the cities from Victoria, Vancouver's 
Island, to St. John’s, Newfoundland, have 
given it a solid support. ‘The unanimity 
and enthusiasm with which it was carried 
in the two university towns of Canadian 
Methodism, Cobourg and Frederickton, 
New Branswick, cannot but be regarded as 
highly significant, At these focal points of 
the intelligence of the denomination, no 
opposition to this great measure of unifica- 
tion could live, 
It is pleasant, too, to know that while the 
great centres of intelligence in the Method- 
ism of this country have. been foremost in 
the support of union, and those individuals 
and congregations who do most for tho sup- 
port of the institutions of the church, and 
for carrying on its work, have been fore- 
most in this movement, their humbler 
brethren, in the poorer congrogations, have 
evinced the same intelligent appreciation of 
its beneficent and Christian character, and 
have pies itno less hearty support, - In 
the Maritinie provinces, for example, it is 
understood that there aro a great many de- 
eaaans congregations, whose very existence 
depends upon their receiving a certain meas. 
ure of support from the Missionary Society, 
but though tho tocsin of alarm has beon 
sounded long and loud by certain city min- 
isters of the West, and visions of impover- 
ishment and financial ruin which it was 
allvged would result from the contemplated 
union set bofore them, they have gone on,un- 
moved by any of these things, and perform- 
ed their duty in a manner worthy of all 
praise. Of fifty boards that have voted on 
this measure in New Brunswick and Princo 
Edwards Island, hardly two havo yotod 
against it, Verily the world moves on, 
Already thocongregations and local church 
courts of the Primitive Methodists and 
Bible Christians haye spoken ont in a way 
that leaves no ground for doubt as to whero 
they stand Jn respect to this question of 
union, Tf it docs not become an accom: 
plished fact, they will not bo to blame. We 
have soon how the Quartorly Official moot- 
ings of tho Methodist Church of Canada 
have acted. The. only lay courts of Cana 
dian Methodism that have yot to act are the 
Quarterly Conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. We confidently ox- 
pect these bodies to act worthy of them. 
selves, and to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with ae brethren of the other churches 
concerned. ‘Tho eyes, notonly o! ous 
ands of Mothodiste in ase the 
Dominion, but of the earnest Christiana of 
all denominations, here and claowhoro, aro 
upon them, A grave reapousibility is’ im. 
Posed upon them, and it is confdently 
expected that they will aot worthy of tho 
occasion.

gonorally supposed, I know of families 
that havo resided near marsh lands, in a s0- 
called ‘fever and aguo district” for many 
yoars, they have never hnd fever and ague, 
While others supposod to be moro favorably 
located have suffered greatly from the yari- 
ous types of this malady, eRe 

I havoin eqveral instances inquired into 
the causes of tho initunity from sickness in 
ono caso and jn its causes in the other, and 
tho views hero stated havo been invariably 
confirmed, 

I know of a house, located near a marsh, 
and where half the families in its vicinity 
suffor from malarial fovers, 

‘Lwo families had occupied the house at 
different times, and both Tore on account of 
sickness. All the water they used was sup- 
plied from an open well, 10 feot deop, in the 
Parent portion of tho door yard, A third 
family purchased the property for less than 
half its cost, made a ‘driven well” 25 feet 
deep, from which they get all the water used 
for drinking and cooking. 'Thoy have ocen- 
pied the premises over four years, and onjoy 
almost perfect health. 


HOW TO CLT PURE WATER, 


In somo soctious of the country it is not 
possiblo to get good water except at great 
exponse, Iu {ust caso, rain water may be 
sayed in cemént cisterns or iron tanks, and 
kept pure for a long time with proper care; 
but, where it is practicable, no water supply 
is so safe as that procured from ‘driven 
wells.” But, after thousands of ‘‘driven 
wells” were constructed, a patent was grant- 
ed—unexpectedly and as some think uujust- 
ly—the vital claim of which isfor '‘a well, 
to the lining of which a pump is attached,” 
In plain words, for a well made by driving 
an iron pipe down to the water, and sorew- 
ing Ona pump, For this privilege the pat- 
entee claims $10, Fortunately, there is an 
easy road around this obstructioa; and a far 
better well, in some respests, can be made 
outside this patent. If the soil is tolerably 
freo from stones, a well can usually be made 
for afew dollars on the following plan: Get 
enough galvanized iron pipe, of one and a 
quarter inch calibre, to reach the water. 
Have it cut in lengths convenient to drive— 
say 6 to S fect—and couplings to screw the 
picces together. ‘Then get a pieco of plain 
iron tube, samo size and 2 feet long. Have 
about 100 quarter-inch holes drilled through 
this piece of pipe, to admit the water and 
sand. Then have a blacksmith weld a piece 
of iron 6 inches long, and size of calibre, into 
one end of this short piece, leaving about 3 
inches out, which he must hammer down to 
point, not sharp, but blunt and s'rong; 
have him harden it so that it will split and 
Roane quite largo stones’ on its passage 
down. Scrow on one length ‘of pipe, and 
then, placing the point where you want the 
well, have one man hold a wooden beetle on 
the upper end of the pipe, while another 
man strikes tho beetle witha heayy sledge 
hammer. It will take from two hours to 
two days to drive down twenty fect of pipe, 
depending on thenature of the soil. With 
aemall piece of iron or lead attached to a 
string, soundings for water can be made from 
time to time as the work proceeds,, It is 
best to drive some twoor threo feet after 
water is reached, but not to go entirely 
through it, When the pipe is thus driven 
down, itis really an open well, it mattors 
not if it be 1 inch in diameter or 6 fect, it is

and no man ean contest your right to make 
such a well. Having now a well, get a 
threo-quarter-inch galvanized pipe, attach a 
pump to it, and put it in the well. Pump 
out the sand, and you have a well into 
which impurities can not enter. By making 
tho well of 1} inch pipe, an inch pipe could 
be used with the pump; but I believe tho 
well described of suflicient size to supply 
water for fifty families, In places where a 
‘driven well” is impracticable, or whéro it 
is desireable to utilize an opon well, cithor 
of tho following plans may be adopted, 
Clean outthe well, then get a galvanized 
iron pipe 1 inch in diameter and long enough 
to reach to within a foot of the bottom of 
well, and attach a pump to it. Plug up 
lower end of pipe with a piece of iron or 
hard wood, Drill 20 or 30 quarter-inch 
holes through the pipo near the lower end, 
toadmit the wator. Put a large stone in 
the center at bottom of well, oa which to 
stand the pipe, Pack large round or * cob- 
ble" stones around the pipo, up 3 or 4 fect ; 
then smaller stones, and next grayel and

Tho second plan is, aftor cleaning 
outthe well, to line it with glazed earthen 
pipes. Put the pieces ono on tho other, 
packing ontside with clay, and putting co 
mont around the joints until the top is reach 
ed, This will exclade the surface water, 
Pipes of any diameter may be used—from 6 
inches te 2 foot. If people would hoed thenc

A Novol Way of Brraking Metal. 


An effectual method of breaking up con- 
sideral pieces of ironand steel has come in- 
to use as a substitute forthe process of 
melting them by means of colossal air fur- 
nances—namely the application of the force 
which confined water exerts in cvey direc- 
tion upon the material in which it is enclos- 
ed. Around hole, two orthree inches in 
diameter, and ten or twelve inches deep, is 
bored into the mass to be split, the hole 
being then filled with water and closed by a 
tight-fitting steel cylinder, upon which the 

veights are allowed to fall from the usual 

In this way a plate roll of some 
thirty inches diameter has been split into 
four or five partsthe pieces flying twenty or 
thirty feet, A single blow of an ordinary 
drop weight usually suflices to split olf 
pieces of thirty to thirty-six inches in dia- 
meter, It being essential that tke hole be 
hermetically closed, this is accomplished by 
hollowing out the base of the ste f cylinder 
into a cup-shape form, the edges of which 
aro driven against the walls of the hole by 
the water in its ondeayor to get pasc, A 
pin of good stcel can bo used several times 
in this operation,

With 
the household servants Brown was, natural-

The Nowfonndland Soal Fishorics, 

A letter from St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
says: Newfoundland is now preparing for 
her. great nudertaking—the scal_ fishery. 
About twenty steamers, with average crews 
of two hundred men, annually leave the 
principal ports of the island to engago in 
this industry, which thus gives employment 
to about six thousand men, In St, John’s 
at this season, thousands of men from the 
outports throng the streets and collect in 
crowds around tho office doors of the sever- 
al supplying merchants, some are waiting 
to be *‘signed,"’ others have beon ‘‘signed,” 
and others again are looking for ‘‘berths,” 
The captains of the yeasels have the ox- 
clusive rights of giving the ‘‘berths,” The 
| captain choses his crew and brings them to 
theofiice of the merchant, where each man 
“signs.” When the men havo “signed,” 
they receive notes for their “crop,” as the 
outlit is technically termed. ‘This outfit, 
usually worth about $12 or $15, is to be paid 
out of the proceeds of the voyage, the risk 
being undertaken by the merchant. The 
mien have each an individual interest in 
their su as they aro not engaged for 
the voyage with a fixed pay, but cach man 
| san equal share of the seal taken, 
|the merchant buying the seal at current 
| prices, The merchant receives two-thirds 
of the seal and pays the captain 10 cents per 
seal. Tho maximum catch of seal is about 
40,000 fora steamer of 450° tons and 350 
men. The fishery begins on the 10th of 
March, and is over—all steamers making 
two trips, and some throo— the end of 
April.

‘Che blow hadapparently been struck 
while the woman was aslocp, with her head 
on lier pillow, and her hands had been tied 
aftorwards, 

The nowa created great excitement inthe 
village, and a meoting was held that night 
to take steps for tho detection of the mur: 
derer, Supervisor Hen Mabie and 
Revenue Oflicer James B. Tower were ap- 
pointed a committee to procuro detectives. 
They came to New York and returned with 
a Pinkerton detective next morning. Mrs. 
Sunderlin had died without regaining con- 
sciousness, Robert Pinkerton said to a re- 
porter: 

“When J learned the manner in which 
Mra. Sunderau's wrists had benn tied to- 
gother it reminded mo of Chastine Cox's 
work, and suggested that the murderer 
might have been a negro, There were some 
things which indicated that he wasacquaint- 
ed with the premises. A man’s footprints 
led over the soft carth toa closet window, a 
few feot to one side of the kitchen door. No 
footprints led away. ‘This closet opens into 
the kitchen, A broken pane of glass in the 
window had recently been replaced by a pane 
fastened on from the outside with tacks, 
Tho man had evidently pulled the tack out 
to avoid making a noise, and, after removing 
the pane had pushed the screens open, un- 
fastened and lifted the window, and 
climbed in. An impression of the tracks 
were taken, On the table in the dining. 
room was part of a mince pie, the greater 
part of which was missing. ‘The neighbors 
said that Mrs. Sunderlin frequently made 
mince pies to give away, but never ate them 
herself. On the floor, under the table, was 
a heavy hammer, which the neighbors had 
concluded was the instrument with which 
the woman was killed. 

THE HAMMER BORE NO MARKS. 

‘The day before the murder Peter Baldwin, a 
nephew of the murdered woman, had sent 
his daughter to the house with $41 in bills, 
due to Mrs. Sunderlin for interest, and a 
present of ten pounds of beefsteak, ‘After a 
long search we found the money and the 
steak in a kind of secret closet, almost con- 
cealed by the stairs leading to the second 
floor, 

“The suspicion of the neighbors was fast- 
ened op two men, one a colored farm laborer 
living in the neighborhood, whom Mrs, 
Sunderlin had occasionally employed, and 
the other a simple-minded Irishman who 
lived a half a mile away and worked on the 
railroad. We found that a roughly-clad 
negro, with an axe, had been found by John 
W. Utter asleep in Augustus Birch’s barn at 
Patterson at 4 o'clock on the afternoon be- 
fore the murder, Subsequently we learned 
that a negro of the same description, with 
‘an axe in his hand, had been seen by Mra. 
Helen Holmes to pass the house on the 
morning of the same day. A farmer in the 
neighberhood said he thought from the de- 
scriptior this man might be James H. Riley, 
who formerly lived in the cottage near Mrs, 
Sunderlin’s konse. On Thursday last we 
found that Riley had removed to Danbury, 
Conn., where he was employed in Sain 
Rundle’s stables. Supervisor Mabie and 
Mr, Tower went to Danbury to watch Riley 
while our men followed with Utter and 
Mrs. Holmes, who were certain they would 
recognize the negro whom they saw with the 
axe. 

“Tt was arranged that Rundle should send 
Riley with a note to the house at which Mrs, 
Holmes and Utter were stopping. If she 
recognized Riley it was agreed she should 
lay the note, after reading it, on the mantel.

punity vaccinate healthy children six days 
old into their graves. The Vaccination Acts, 
therefore, not only compel the offence, but 
protect the offender. In the interests of the 
suffering poor I venture to hope that through 
your impartial columns you will allow mo to 
Protest agains tho continuance of auch cruel 
legislation.

When he was loosened for watering ho 
caught keeper William Newman by the head 
and flung him down, and when he was driven 
into his stall he became perfectly furious, 
He tugged savagely at the bands confining 
his feet. He butted at the wooden uprights 
around him. He flung himself against the 
animals on either side. The keopors were 
called together, and it became evident to 
thom that an extraordinary effort must be 
made to get the unruly brute under subjec- 
tion. 

On Wednesday night after the perform- 
ance was over the whole force were gatherca, 
The long lines of mammoths in their stalls 
under the amphitheatre were quiet. The 
lanterns showed only the waving trunks 
anid the great, misshapen bulks ranged in a 
half circle, ‘here was only one sound in 
the place, and it camo from Pilot. The 
elephant was still in a frenzy, Me still 
strove to free himself and break away. The 
keepers undertook to di line him and 
used a couple of well-trained elephants to 
assist them, Obedient to the word and 
goad Fritz and Gipsy sided up to the vicious 
Pilot and pressed against him on either 
side, Their giant weights overcame him. 
He could plunge about no more, Then the 
keepers crawled between the lega ot the 
elephants and fastened a Manila rope an 
inch and a half thick to his feet, With an 
effort he regained his freedom for an instant 
and the ligatures were nada like cords. 
But Fritz and Gipsy, trained to their work, 
pressed against him again. ‘The furious 
brute was powerless, 

DESPERATE STRUGGLES, 


But he did not yield without a struggle. 
He lugged against the two clephants with 
all his weight, now at one and again at the 
other, He tried to gore them with his tusks, 
His trank was whirled through the air like 
a flail. His small, piggish eyes were savage 
and bloodshot. He did not trumpet, but a 
strange sound like escaping steam came and 
went with every struggle. The animal was 
fairly mad. Tho keepers lost no time. They 
procured new ropes two inches and a half 
in thickness, They bound the fore feet 
tightly and then the hind fect. Stout ropes 
were attached to either and ran through 
blocks fastened to the building at opposite 
extremities, Then forty men laid Peta of 
the line.and tugged with a will till the 
great brute’s legs were dragged from under 
him and he sank upon his belly. He still 
struggled savagely, A couple of men who 
ventured within reach were tossed over like 
nine-pins, and he tore down a big post sup- 
porting the amphitheatre floor. Nexta rope 
was fastened to his feet and drawn over Lis 
back and when it was fastened toa block 
the keepers dragged him over on his side, 
Then they began disciplining him with hoop 
poles. 


SENTENCED TO DEATH, 


But their work was of no avail, 
Hour after hour he took his punishment 
without a sign of yielding. At longth it was 
dotermined that the attempt to conquer him 
would be a failure, and that the only thing 
to be done for the safety of the people about 
the show and the security of the public was 
to kill the stubborn mad inlariated brute, 
George Arstingstall, the principal elepbant 
trainer, took the responsibility of the decis- 
ion and the execution of the sentence. From 
a Colt's navy revolver he fired two bullets 
into the beast’s heart, aiming avatally at 
short range for a vital spot just bebind the 
fore Jeg, and panied a third and final shot 
under the left eye, poostratiog the brain, 
‘Tho long fight,was over, and Pilot was quiot- 
od forever, 

After the spectators of the show had gone, 
the carcass was cut up for removal, Half a 
dozen sturdy butchers, with big knives, 
cleavers, aa saws, did the cutting, and 
thirty stout attaches of the show hauled 
tho legs and other members about as they 
were seyored to give space for tho men to 
work. ‘The right fore log was first cut off, 
ita dislocation at the shoulder being oasily 
effected. ‘Then the head was cut off, and 
noxt the hind leg on tho right side. With 
the aid of blocks and tackle the body wax 
turned, and tho other logs wore severed, In 
a couple of hours the work 
in five big waggons the cnormous pile of 
meat wore carted off to tho Barren Jy 
land boat, with the exception of ono fore 
log, which was obtained for purposes of 
dissection in the Columbia Veterinary Col- 
lego

hardly records greater cruelty to human 
beings, and our modern machine-made laces 
find moro favor in our eyes, Many people 
are acquainted with old ‘caterpillar point,” 
so called from the pattern haying some 
faint resemblance to the bodies of those ani- 
mals; but comparatively few have heard of 
tho medern caterpillar lace, whereby an in- 
Fenton gentleman on the Continent has in- 
duced caterpillars to become unconscious 
lace makers. Considering the harmless pur- 
poses to which lace is usually applied, it 
seeins hard that any human being should 
ever have lost their lives for making it, and 
yet such was actually the case under the 
Reign of Terror in France, when the greater 
number of the Chantilly lace-makeis wore 
guillotined, apparently for no crime but 
that of having supplied a luxury to the 
hated aristocrats,—The Spectator.

Now the best of remedies in many cases of 
accidents area cool head and a knowledge 
of what should be done, 

There is no immediate danger from serer- 
ing a superficial vein of considerable size ; 
but not so with arteries, When an artery 
iscut the redblood spirts out ina jet at 
each pulsation. Thedirst thing to be done 
is to check the bleeding until the doctoa 
comes, This can always be done by pressing 
the thumb on the artery above the wound— 
that is, between the wound and the heart— 
or else, if the wound is small, pressing the 
thumb firmly on the wound ; this stops the 
bleeding, and stops the flow of blood 
through that artery below the point of 

ressure. If the wound is where it can be 
bandaged, usea compress, which may be a 
small stone, piece of wood or other hard 
substance ; put this on the wound and tica 
bandage or pocket handkerchief around to 
produce pressure and keep tho stone in posi- 
tion so that the bleeding can't go on, 

If a person could forget that the wounded 
was a human being and imagine that he was 
stopping a leak in a cask, he woulil do it 
coolly and effectually. It is the responsi- 
bility that unnerves us. A cool heads best 
for heroic deeds. 

If a person receive a fracture of the skull, 
life often depends on at once raising up the 
splintered edges of the wound, so as torelieve 
preasure on the brain. Any one mightdo 
this with a blade of a pocket knile, or 
evena nail, and thus, perhaps, saye o 
valuable life, if he knew that it was neces- 
sary and had presence of mind, 

Thus all can appreciate the value of such 
knowledge as may be utilized at any time in 
the relief of suffering and the saving of life, 
since various accidents are constantly g¢- 
curring on every side of us, Without such 
knowledge no one is safe, for an hour, and 
he coo give little aid to others in caso of 
need, 

If a person is thrown from a waggon in 
the streetand severely injared, eae 
perhaps, will gather around him; and al- 
though he may be bleeding to death from a 
wound that could be instantly compressed 
with the thumb and the bleeding stopped, 
the chances are that no one person will 
come to bis relief, becavse not one will know 
what should be dono, In Dr, Hall's Health 
at Homo a caso is montioned where a child 
of eight yeara accidentally tappeil the main 
artery of the leg with tho blade of a pocket 
knife. One momber of the family hastened 
to calla physician, while the others wopt 
bitterly as they watched the life blood flow- 
ing away, and not knowing what to do, they 
did nothing to check tho flow of blom. 
Whon the doctor arrived the child was 
dead, 

Persons havo slowly bled to doath after 
having a tooth extracted, because the ordi- 
nary methods of checking the flow have 
proved unavailing. We have never failed 
to stop the bleodiug in such cases by shaving 
down a cork so that one end will enter the 
cayity, and then having the pationt close hia 
mouth #0 as to preas the Bark down firmly:

A total eclipse of tho sun occurs on the 
Oth of May, that presonts features of special 
intorest, It is greatly to be regretted that 
this sublimo and awe-inspiring phenomenon 
maths its path over a portion of the 
where th » 80 fow to witness it 
line of totality lies entirely in tho 
Pacific Oceau, and a4 ingeniously

islands, named Caroline Island and Flint 
Island.

Che longest time a total solar 
eclipse can Jast is a little loss than seven 
minutes, ‘Tue average time ja about two 
minutes, In the prsent case the totality 
will continue between five and six minutes, 
which is a rare eyont.

Coffeo is King. 


It cannot bo denied, that Brazil. depends 
largely for her prosperity on a single pro- 
duct. “Coffee is king,” thoy say in Rio ; 
and well they may, for its production repre- 
sent more than half of the averaga value of 
tho exported produce for the fourteen 
8. Since 1576, inclusive, it has exceed- 
ed this proport In the year 1876-7 the 
value of coffee exported was £11,211,100, 
and inthe year 1877-8 £11,050,509, out of a 
total export of £19,556,300 and £18,634,900 
in the two years respectively, In 1878-9 it 
ve £11,354, 100 out of a total of £20,405,- 
700, which included cotton, sugar, hides, 
india-rubber, mace, tobacco, gold, and 
diamonds. In quantity, the export of coffee 
in these years was neatly one-half the total 
annual cousumption of the world. The im- 
portance, therefore, of its production is ap- 
parent, It appears, however, to rest ona 
secure basis. The Brazilian planter can 
compete successfully with any o:her planter 
in the markets of the world, and will be 
aided largely by the economy of transporta- 
tion afforded by tho new communications 
with the seaboard, The culture of the plant 
isnot, fortunstoly, dependent on slave labor. 
Official statistics show that, so far back as 
seven years ago, moro than half the labor 
employed in tho province of Rio de Janeiro, 
Geracf, and San Paulo, were freé—thepro- 
rortion being 662,371 free and 521,10 
fitorere a proportion increasing every year. 
It must, nevertheless, be admitted that to 
depend so largely on one production isnot 
wise, Prudence would dictate the desira- 
bility of encouraging the cultivation of othor 
agricultural products. ‘The means of doing 
this are not far to sec The River Plate 
republics already grow and export to Rio do 
Janeiro breadstulls in caunlderaliie want 
ties.

District Teachers’ Cortificates, 

ie following regulations have boon put 
in operation whore the county council will 
provide for the expense, 
shall be empowered to make stich modifion: | 
tions, ax to tho territorial limita in which 
district certificates may be used, as may be 
found necessary, on the report of a county | 
inspector or board of examiners 

Aa regarda the professional training of the 
toachors to whom special certificates may 
be granted, each candidate for a cortificate | 
as toacher should attond and pasa the 
rogular oxamination at the model school in 
his own county, or the nearest available 
model achool in some other county, 
Tho proposed district cortiticates shall be 
valid for two years 
Parts of the county of Victo: of the 
district of Muskoka, of the county of Peter: 
borough, of Haliburton, of Hastings, of 
Frontanne, of Lennox and Addington, and 
of Renfrew, are detined as tho limits of the 
counties aud districts in which third-class 
district cortificates may be granted, as well 
as in the torritorial and remote districts of 
Thunder Bay, Nipissing, Algoma and Parry 
Sound, 
Such cortificates may be granted by the 
board of examiners, constituted under the 
provisions of the third section of the school 
act of 1882, for each territorial and other 
district or parts of coun! (as defined in 
tho said schedule), and every certilicate ao 
granted shall be limited to the public 
schools within the jurisdiction of oach 
board of examiners respectively, or to one 
or more of such schools in the discretion of 
the board, and shall have no validity in any 
territorial or other district or county else- 
whore than is placed within such jurisdic 
tion. 
Each board of examiners is authorized to 
determine the times and subjects of examin- 
ation for such third-class district cortifi- 
cates, and the standards or values thereat, 
and the duration and renewal of any auch 
certificate, it being considered that each 
board will best understand what is snitable 
to their particular district in meeting its 
educational wants, 
‘The two members of the board of exam- 
iners in parts of counties are intended to be 
appointed by the minister of education, 
from the membera of the county board of 
examiners, except where from distance or 
other circumstances this would caues delay, 
unnecessary expenses or inconvenience.

Mr. James Heil showed some beautiful 
Polycistina minute shells from B rbadoes, 
each about as big as adull pin point, and a 
tyre plate of 400 diatoms, which cost the 
trifling sum of $60, 

Mr. L. A. BYilsga exhibited some very 
finely mounted crystuls of sugar and salicylic 
acid, by polarized light, obtaining some gor- 
geous effects. The crystals of sugar are 
particularly hard to moun’. 

Dr. Dayton had some beautiful fernshaped 
erystals of copper and a number of other 
objects of interest, among which was one 
set of Fasoldt’s micrometer rulings on glass. 
These delicate lines are from 1-2,000 to 
1-151,000 of aminch apart, and arecut by a 
diamond planing tool, whose feed is regu- 
lated by a micrometer screw, and although 
it is as yet impossible to see the fines lines, 
they are believed to be there,

A great many people are under the im- 
ression that onc of the best and safest ways 
ior them to invest any loose cash they may 
ha) pen to possess is to put it into bank 
shares and live comfortably on the divi- 
ends, ‘There never was a greater delusion. 
Ofall the plans for investing money, that of 
bank shares is about the most risky, and in 
the end will be found the most unsatis{ac- 
tory. It isa great deal worse than putting 
the needful into any single individual's 
business of ordinary business capacity and 
askinghim to take the manogement, for 
these bank shares are regularly made the 
subjects of gambling by those who think 
they know a thing or two, and are deter- 
mined to make money at the expense of 
their easy yoing and less expert neighbors, 
while the usual managers are neither better 
business men than nine-tenths of all em- 
ployed on their own account, norin any way 
nearly so cautious. Then if tho thing go 
to the bad, the shareholders are responsible 
tothe depositors for double their shares, 
while ifthey hand their money over to any 


men of the charming little vermin, the Sar- 
eopetis Hominis, which imbeds itsclf in the 
skin and causes what is known in circles 
ane it ears asthe itch. The bacilli

“green ones.” A celebrated bank magnate 
has laid it down as an oxiom that people 
who don't “know” should reat satisfied with 
mortgages and not meddle with bank 
shares. Spoken asa perfect Daniel, and if 
single ladies and stupid, unbusiness-like men 
with a little money which they can’t make 
to fructify by their own oxertions would only 
take the hint it would be all the better for 
all concerned, Mortgages may yield lower 
interest but they are safer every way, and 
it isa poor look out whon an investor 
sthink he has a valuable and permanent 
representative of #0 much cash to 
find some fine morning that it has 
been turned into a mere picce of waste pa- 
por or something worse, Bankr & may be 
all very well, safe, honorable and all that, 
but as things go, investing in bank 
isabout the riskiest business, The man 
who knows that hedoca not keep bis 
weather eyo always opon, had better give 
the whole thing a wide berth, till as the 
banker aforesaid, may phrase it, he iva 
little better “up to snuff.”

wo are apt to forgot how subordinate her 
position was in tho sixteenth contury com 
pared with what it had become in tho eight 
eonth. Tho London of to day—a city of 
four million inhabitanta—is twico as large 
Paria; but in Sir Walter Raleigh's time 
Paria—a city of four hundred thousand in 
habitants—was twice aa large aa London, 
And this fact serves to measuro the chango 
that has taken placo in tho relative weight 
of tho two nations, In ther n of Honry 
VIIL., though the memory of Agincourt, but 
a century old, 

INSURED RESPECT FOR ENOLAND 
from amilitary point of view, she was dis 
distinctly rated as a second class power 
when compared with France or Spain or the 
Empire. In Elizabeth's reign tho victory 
ovor the Spanish Armada greatly raised hor 
prestige, Daring the ovil days of the Stuarts 
Fer power inureayod rapidly, though the 
foroign policy of these vilo and dotostable 
tyrants was such as to coyer tho namo of 
England with shamo before the world. Bat 
between the time of Cromwell and the time 
of the older Pitt—between 1650 and 1750— 
the growth of the physical powor of England 
was 80 prodigious as to make her indispat- 
ably the foremost of civilized nations. 

Now this prodigious growth of the power 
of Englard between 1650 and 1750 was 
largely due to her commercial intercourse 
with tho colonies sho had planted in Am- 
erica, Their influence on the ‘trade and 
manufacturcs of En. land bad been enormous, 
Tho exports to the colonies in 1775 were 
equal to the whole export trade of England, 
including the colonies, in the first year of 
the century ; while the growth of individual 
settlement may bo estimated by that of 
Pennsylvania, which in 1772 took in nearly 
fifty times the amount of British imports 
which it consumed in 1704." But the etfects 
of this direct intercourse betweon Hngland 
and the colonies, great as they were, were 
surpassed by the effects which the colonies 
wrought upon Kngland through the planta- 
tions in the West Indies, ‘Sugar, Mr, 
Speaker !” cried William Pitt one day as he 
rose to address the House of Commons ; and 
as some frivolous membera began to laugh 
at this common place exordium, the great 
orator, after waiting a moment, again cried, 
“Sugar!” in such portentous tu.es that 
those who sat aud listened 
FELT THEIR HEARTS KNOCK 
RIBS, 
and were convinced, without any further 
parley, that sugar, rather than the sun, was 
the real ventre of the solar system. The 
philosophic historian who has come too late 
into the world to have listened to the clo- 
quence of the greatest of modern orators 
will nevertheless be quite ready to admit 
the supremo importance of the West India 
sugar trade during the seventcenth and 
eighteenth centuries, ‘‘ How great the im- 
portance of the plantations was to Europe 
in general may be judged of from the fact 
that at the time of the French Revolution 
France drew as much wealth from the single 
island of San Domingo as England drew from 
India, or Spain from Mexico and Peru.” It 
was estimated that every Englishman em- 
ployed in the plantations furnished work 
tor four pairs of hands at home; so that, 
early in the eighteenth century, one-seventh 
of the entire population of England were de- 
pendent upon the West India trade, which 
occupied very much such a place in those 
days as the cotton and iron manufactures 
occupy in our own tine. But this immense 
developement of the West India trade was 
rendered possible only by the agricultural 
developement of the North Amorican colon- 
ies. In the course of the year the English 
West Indies 
DID NOT RAISE A SINGLE DAY'S DINNER; 
but the American colonies fed them, while 
they devoted all their energies to magnify- 
ing beyond precedent the lucrative commerce 
of England. So important did this com- 
merce become im its effects upon English 
society that it raised the commercial class to 
something like an equality with the great 
landed proprietors, gave support to the pol- 
itical doctrines of the Whigs, and during the 
long and beneficent ministry of Sir Robert 
Walpole quite transformed the general tono 
of English political thought. Through such 
a complicated network of circumstances did 
England, between the days of Cromwell and 
the days of Pitt, acquire commercial and 

itime supremacy in the world. But for 
erican colonies no auch result could 
have been wrought. But for them England 
could not have dictated the glorious treaty 
of 1763, or have become the mistress of the 
seas—Jomn Iiske, in Marper’s Magazine 
for May.

better than precocious frecthinking and sac- 
rifico on the altar of the Beautiful. A big 
boy who is tackling Hacckol or composing 
virelais in playtime is doing himself no good, 
and is worse than uscless to the society of 
which he isa member. The small boys, who 
are the most ardent of hero-worshippers, 
either despise him or they allow him to ad- 
dress them in chansone royaux, and respond 
with trobles in ¢riolets, At present a great 
many boys leave echool, puss three. years or 
four at tleuniversitics, and goback as masters 
to tho place where some of their old school 
fellows aro atill pupils. It is through these 
very young masters, porbaps, that ‘‘ad- 
vauiced” speculations and tastes get into the 
echools, where, however excellont in them. 
solves, they aro ra‘her out of place. Indeed, 
the very young, though usually carnest in 
his work, must bo a sage indeed if he can 
avoid talking to the older boys about the 
problems that interest him, and so forcing 
their minds into precocious attitudes,, ‘Tho 
advantage of Eton boys used to be, perhaps 
is still, that they came up to college abso- 
lutely destitute of “ideas,” intellects were 
quite fallow, and they made astonishing pro- 
gress when they bent their fresh and un: 
wearied minds to study. But too many 
hoys now leave school with settled opinions 
derived from the very latest thing out, from 
the newest German pessimist or American 
socialist, It may, however, be argued that 
ideas of these sorts are like measles, and 
that it is better to take them early and be 
done for ever, There is a curious fact in 
the boyish character which seems, at first 
sight, to make good the opinion that private 
education, at home, is the true method. 
Before they go into the school life, many 
little fellows of nine, or so, are extremely 
ori_inal, imaginative, and almost poetical. 
They are fond of books, fond of nature, and, 
if you can win their confidence, will tell you 
all sorts of pretty thoughts and Jancics 
which lie about them in their infancy. I 
haye known a little boy who liked to tie on 
the grass and to people the alleys and clades 
of that miniature forest with fairies and 
dwarfs, whom he seemed actua ly to see in 
a kind of vision, But he went to school, he 
instantly won the hundred yards race for 
boys under twelve, and he came back a 
young barbarian, interested in ‘the theory 
of touch” (at football), curious in the art of 
bowling, and no more capable than you or I 
of sceing fairies in a green meadow. He 
was caught up into tho air of the boy’s 
world, and his imagination was in abeyance 
for a scason, This is a common enough 
thing, and rather a melancholy spectacle to 
behold. One is tempted to believe that 
school causea the loss of a good deal of 
genius, and that the small boys who leave 
home poets, and come back barbarians, have 
been wasted. But, on the other hand, if 
they had been kept at home and encouraged, 
the chance; are that they would have blos- 
somed into infant phenomena and nothing 
better. The awful infancy of Mr, John 
Stuart Mill is a standing warning.—Cornhill 
Magazine.

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Prosorvation of Yoast by Cold. 


It has already been shown by some experi 
ments of Dr, Lintner's that yeast may be 
proserved, and yet retain its full vitality by 
yeing frozon, A practical confirmation of 
this on a large scale has just been obtained 
by H, Von Planitz. A quantity of yeust, 
Which had been badly packed, was consigned 
to him, and on arrival, during some very 
severe woather, was found to be completely 
frozen. Che solid block of yeast was broken 
to pieces by aid of a chisel and bhammor, 
and crushed toa power under a mallot; i 
was then mixod with water, and when the 
yeast had deposited, the ice which camo to 
the surface waa romoved, Aftorwarda the 
yeast was used in the usual mannor, and 
yiolded goud result, and yoast «derived 
trom it was in use for several months with+ 
out showing the slightest wigns of dogener- 
ation. Although theso rosults fully confiem- 
od tho view that yoast is not injured b 
oxtremo cold, the same obsorver mado a fur 
ther experiment; he submitted a quantity 
of well-wauhed yeast to intonso cold, and 
having frozen it into a solid mass, ho kopt 
it for four weeks at o tomperature just bolow 
feovzing. ‘Chix yeast, on being u gave |

grated vind and the juice of one lemon, Bake 
in a deep pudding dish. When done, spread 
a layer of tart jelly over the top and then a 
meringue made of the whites of three eggs, 
which should bo reserved for this purpose, 
Set it in the oven to brown.

Longevity of Wild Animals, 

Two hippopotamuses have recently died in 
the London Zoological Garden. One was 
twenty-seven years in confinement, the 
other thirty, but, of course, their actual age 
canneyer be known. Inaeed, it is diflicult 
to tell whether the wild animal lives as long 
as the domestic onc. At one time the test 
was the length of time required to reach 
maturity, which, it was assumed, bore a cer- 
tain proportion to the life of the creature, 
But this does not hold good with even’ the 
larger mammalia, for a horse, assuming it to 
be mature at four years, will live to five or 
six “‘maturitics,”” while man, prosuming him 
to be mature at twenty, rarely reaches four, 
Dogs enjoy a greater proportional longevit 
than Sait and a cat's life is proverbial- 
ly tenacious, It cannot be proved that 
even wild animals have their lives shortened 
by confinement, Indeed, it is reasonable to 
suppose that the care given to animals in 
menageries prolong their existence. Tho 
civilized man certainly lives longer than 
tho savage, who is exposed to the hardships 
and vicissitudes of rough outdoor exist- 
ence,

Cleveland Capitalists Developing 
the Iron Miues of Ontario, 


The iron mining regions in Ontario are 
beginning to attract the attention of iron 
men and others, and it is learned that some 
Cleveland capitalists already have large in- 
terests there.

Carving Ivory and Bono, 


All the curiously carved handles which 
aro #o fashionable, and the quainter the 
moro sought after, aro shaped upon a 
series of rapidly revolving wheels, ranging 
from an oighth to threo inches in diameter, 
and which are a cross botweon a filo and a 
saw upon their cutting surface, Ivory and 
bone are carved in precisely the samo man 
ner, the only difference in the handling of 
the two being that bone has to be boiled a 
long timo to freo it from animal mattor be 
fore it goes to the carver, whilst ivory is 
clean and puro fram the atart. 

When it is desired to produco any given 
object in bone or ivory, an umbrella handle

The construction of o machino which 
would exhibit accurately the motions, dis 
tances, and magnitudes of the platets, and 
could bo kept in running ordor for threo 
handrod years, is an impossibility. Such 
a picco of machinism would require the 
aka of the Great Architect of worlds. 

The history of tho Strassburg clook and 
tho planotarium connected with it re 
witnoss, liko everything clue, to the im- 
porfection of workmanship, and frequent 
necessity of change and repairs, 

Tho clock sin the cathedral, and 
dates back to whon it was put up 
under the patronage of Berthold de Buchek, 

timo Bishop of Strassburg. Aw time 
don, the clock got out of order, and 
in 1647 threo distinguished mathematicians 
wore commissioned to put it in repair, 
They all died before the work was finishe 
and Conrad Dasypodius undertook the ro- 
sponsible task, which he completed in four 
years, The clock worked well until 1783/ 
the year of tho Great Revolution, when it 
struck for tho last time, 

It was loft undisturbed for nearly fifty 
years, and fell into a dilapidated condition, 
mournful to behold. An effort was thon 
made for its restoration. This was found 
to be impossible, for 
THE WORKS WERE RENDERED ALMOST US 
by rust and yerdigris. Finally, Schwilgue, 
an artist and mathematician of Strassburg, 
undertook to repair, modify, and reinstate 
the clock. Hecommenced tho task in 1836, 
and, after working four years, completed it 
in 1840, 

A mythical story is told of him, which 
does not redound to the honor of his fellow 
citizens. It is said that he had engaged to 
construct a similar clock forthe capital of 
one of the Swiss ¢antons, and that his un- 
grateful townsmen put out his eyes to pro- 
vent his fulfillment of the contract, 

Schwilgue placed the mechanism of tl 
old clock in the old casting, after skillful 
improvements and alterations, where it 
continues to bo asource of proud satisfac- 
tion to the inhabitants of Strassburg, and 
an unfailing object of attraction to travellers 
from all quarters of the globe. Besides the 
remarkable performances connected with 
the regular clockwork, it shows tho siderial 
time, the movements of the planetary sys- 
tem, and the procession of the equinoxes, It 
is claimed that the mechanism is so per- 
fectly elaborated that 1t marks the 29th of 
February in eyery leap year, 

It is not impossible that the planetarium 
may have marked the transit of Venus on the 
6th of December last, for if the inclination 
of the orbits of Venus and the earth to the 
ecliptic is accurately represented, Venus 
must sometimes be at a point directly 
between the carth and the sun, and con- 
sequently make a transit over his disk, The 
possibility of sush an occurrence probably 
never entered the mind of the ancient Con- 
rad Dasypodius; much less had he power 
to make the accurate planetary arrange- 
ments to bring about a result, after a lapse 
of threo hundred years, depending on con- 
tingencies then unknown, It was not 
until the seventeenth century that Kepler 
so far improved the planctary tables as to 
predict thata transit of Venus would occur 
on the Gth of December 1631.

In meny 
cases he can, insome perhaps not, He need 
not, at any rate, make a continued fight for 
mere appearances which usually deceive 
nobody. Work and save ae muchas possible, 
but Jet the unseen fact and the visible ap- 
pearances in some measure correspond. If 
people could only say frankly, I can’t afford 
this or the other thing, the enemy would be 
almost conquered, But they won't, What 
sense is there in a man paying $300 for rent 
when his whole income is not more than 
$1500? An:l yet many do, and all the while 
fancy that thuy have no choice, They can- 
not bear to even seem to be sinking down, 
Small houses are, indeed, not pat up to such 
an extent as they ought to be, but if the 
bigger and more pretentious houses were left 
severely alone, the fashion would be changed 
in the right direction, Old Lyon Mackenzie 
used to advise people to rent a house and to 
dress rather above the income, and to eat 
and drink decidedly below, Tie advice was 
not a sound one, and had little manhool 
in it. 


Bolling Water, 


When the author of * Gil Blas” ridiculed 
Doctor Sangrada for using hot water as a 
panacea for all diseases, he probably had an 
empirical school of medicine in his mind 
which had many votaries in his day. This 
hot-water treatment has keen revived in our 
time, andhas become very popular. Cer- 
tain dyspeptics, and other invalids, now-a- 
days, drink copiously of very hot water 
on rising in the morning, and before their 
meals, and they declare that it agrees with 
them. Quite apart from the therapeutic 
efficacy of hot water, it is really an open 
question whether all water should not be 
boiled before being drank, It is nature's 
great solvent, but it unfortunately holds in 
solution many ingredients poisonous to the 
human system, It is through air and water 
that come all the contagious, fevers, and 
foul-air diseases which afflict humanity. 
The purest-looking and most crystalline 
spring oftea holds f solution the lime that 
produces stone and gravel. Wells and 
streams tainted by sewage aro as bright and 
sparkling as the purest aqueous fluid extant. 
The nation with the densest population on 
the globe—China—have long ceased to use 
water in the uncooked state. Itis not the 
infusion of tea which is the important part 
of the famous Chinese refreshment; it is the 
boiled water. Tho tea was first used to 
make the hot water palatable, The wino- 
drinking of the continent of Europe and the 
beer-drinking of the English people is par- 
tially explained and excused by the evil in- 
gredients so frequently found in the water 
of over-populated countries. ‘This throws a 
new light upon the hot-water treatment in 
disease, Heat applied internally is probably 
as useful in its way as when employed ex- 
ternally in steam and hot-air baths. It will 
not do, therefore, to follow the example 6f 
La Sage in laughing at the hot water doc- 
tors, . They have their uses, and if they do 
little good, they do less harm than the dis- 
pensers of poisonous druge.

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A Wonderful Potrified Forest, 


A correspondent of Albuquerque writes : 
Over in Arizona, 240 miles west of this 

lace, and not far from the line of the At- 
antic and Pacific railroad, there is a won- 
derful petrified forest. Few travellers have 
yet seen it, but the completion of the rail- 
road will. bring touris:s in crowds, This 
freak of nature is accessible from Carrizy 
station, a place which appears very large on 
the map, but is in reality as yet nothing but 
a section Louse and water tank. Carrizo lies 
in the valley of the Little Colorado. In 
order to reach the forest one has to hire a 
horse or a “buck-board” at Holbrook, a 
station a few miles further west. Return- 
with the outfit to Carrizo, the traveller 
strikes off into the country across the Col- 
orado, which at this season is low and may 
bo easily forded, in spite of its sandy bed. 
Beyond the river the trail leads over sand 
and shale, through a level region coyered 
with gramma and buffalo grass and across a 
deer and antelope range. 

About ten miles from the railroad the 
path enters an immense basin, with gradu- 
ally sloping and somi-circular sides, eur- 
mounted by bigh banks of shale and white 
fino clay. In this basin is the curious 
forest. For some distance before reaching 
it tho road is full of small pieces of broken 
branches, while horoand there stumps of vari- 
ous sizes peer above the white sand. A 
drive of half an hour brings one to the heart 
of the forest, which, however, it is hardly 
proper to calla ‘forest,” because the trees 
are no longer erect. But they are scattered 
over the surface of the great basin in overy 
conceiveablo direction. Petrified stumps, 
limbs, and whole trees lie on every te 
Immense trunks are broken and scattored 
over an area of three hundred acres. Some 
of them are five feet in diameter. Numer. 
ous blocks appear as frosh as if they had 
been recently felled, Many of the smallor 
chips, especially from the hearts of the trees, 
have become thoroughly crystallized and 
sparkle in the sunshine, ‘Those of an amo- 
thyst tint are peculiarly beautiful, though 
every color of the rainbow appears, In 
nearly oyery fragment the grain of the wood 
is plainly visiblo,

Fishing by Electricity, 


According to u correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press, the electrical apparatus 
of Professor Batid’s expedition is very 
complete, The search light is ono of the 
most novel of the wonderful inventions of 
the nineteenth century. It consiata of three 
Edison electric lights of 16 candle power each, 
inclosed in a hermetically sealed glass case, 
which is surrounded by a glass globe, and 
capsble of resisting the pressure of the 
water ata greatdepth. It is proposed to 
sink the lamp and illuminate the sea by 
turning on the light, This, it is expected, 
will attract the fish, and a net ten Toot in 
diameter at its mouth placed below tho light 
will be drawn at the proper time, and the 
unknown fish of the lower waters will be 
caught, ** It is an improvement, ” said one 
of the ofticers of the ship, ‘on the method of 
the Indian who searched the river at night 
time with a burning pine knot in the bow of 
his canoe and a # in his hand, but the 
idea is really stolen from him,” 

Paymaster Read has the most perfect 
arrangements for the work. Ho willbe able 
to photograph fish and shells, ns soon as 
they are taken out of the water, by a verti- 
cal camera, This is necessary, os in somo 
cases the air changes the form of some of the 
curicaitics ofthe sea. The sea water will 
also Le brought to the surface from any 
depth desired for analyzation. During the 
trip of the Albatroas from Wilmington an arc 
light has been first successfully operated on 
an Edison circuit, and aninvention has been 
completed for lighting the surface of tho sea 
which will be nsofal for signalling and for 
the proscoution of all kinds of work at 
night.

Tho Fate of Cardinal Richelieu’s Skull. 


Cardinal Richelieu, the King of the King, 
as HO had nicknamed him, was en- 
tombed in the fulness of his glory in the 
Vaults of the Sorbonne Church, One day, 
Some sixteen years ago, the Mayor of a little 
village in Brittany presented himseif before 
the Emperor, Napoleon Ill. He opened a 
small box which he brought under his arm, 
unwrapped the parcel which it contained, 
and drew from it a human mask, The skin 
was dried up and wrinkled, the eyes deeply 
buried in their sockets, the mouth contract- 
ed, the teeth perfect, The beard, moustaches, 
and eyebrows were still in their places, and 
the whole was covered with a yellow varnish 
like an anatomical specimen. ‘‘Sire,” said 
the Mayor, ‘‘ you behold all that remains of 
Cardinal Richelieu.” 

In the month of December, 1793, when a 
revclutionary party pillaged the tombs of 
the Sorbonne, one of the soldiers entered 
the vault which contained the body of the 
Cardinal, and, finding that tho mask of the 
face, doubtless in order to facilitate some 

rocess of embalming, had been sawn off 
rom the rest of the head, possessed himself 
of it and displayed it in triumph ‘to the 
spectators, who thought that he had himself 
cut off the great man’s head, Subsequently 
a hatter named Cheval possessed himself of 
the trophy, and hid it ina cupboard at the 
back of his shop, The 9th Thermidor came, 
the hatter, in alarm, gave the mask in 
charge to one of his customers, the Abby 
Armez, who carried it with him to Brittane 
and gaye it to his brother, The brother, 
finding that insects were attacking tho relic, 
consulted the village apothecary, by whose 
adyice it was varnished, It was this goentlo 
man’s son who brought it to Paris in 1866, 
and in December of that year it was restored
